These are their graves which you see scattered around 
us; and in the winds which pass through those aged 
pines, we hear the moanings of their departed ghosts. 
Their ashes lie here, and we have been left to protect 
them. Our warriors are nearly all gone tothe west, but 
here are our dead. Will you compel us to go too, and 
give their bones to the wolves ? 

“Brother! Our heart is full. Twelve winters ago, 
we were told, our chiefs had sold our country. Every 
warrior that you now see around us, was opposed to 
the treaty; and, if the voice of our people could have 
been heard, that act would never have been done; but 
alas! though they stood round, they could neither be 
seen nor heard. Their tears fell like drops of rain— 
their lamentations were borne away by the passing 
winds—the pale faces heeded them not, and our land 
was taken from us ! 

“ Brother! We know your arm is strong and wecan- 
wot resist it; but the pale face says he worships the 
Great Spirit. So does the red man—the Great Spirit 
loves justice and truth. When you took our country 
you promised to provide homes for us. This promise 
is recorded in your own book. Twelve summers have 
droppec their leaves, ard yet we have received no land. 
We have been turned out of our houses; we have seen 
the plough of the white man turn up the bunes of our 
fathers. We dare not kindle our fires, and yet you said 
you would give us land, and we might remain here. 
“Father! Is this trawrH ? We are mourning orphans 
in our own country. Let our father take us by the 
hand and fulfil his promise—then we will give our an- 
swer. We cannot think now, grief has made us chil- 
dren, When our business is settled, we shall again be 
men, and be able to talk to our father about the business 
he has proposed to us. 


“Brother! You stand in the mocasins ot the great 
chief. You speak the words ofa mighty nation; | am 
a shadow, and scarcely reach your knee. My people 
are scattered and gone; when I shout I hear my voice 
in the depths of the forest, but no answering voice comes 
back tome. All is silent around me! My words there- 
fore to you must be few. I can now say no more.” 


The speech delivered by Logan, a Mingo chief, at the 
close of the war, which terminated in the cession of 
Canada to the British, has, we are aware been many 
times published and is familiar to every one; but con- 
sidering that as a fine specimen of aboriginal eloquence, 
it should never be omitted in any cc llection of Indian 
speeches, we give it a place in the present collection. 
Logan, it will be recollected, refused to attend the 
council held between Gov. Dunmore and the Indians, 
after the decissive battle between the Yurginians and 
Western Indians, near Point Pleasant, on the Great 
Kenhawa. After the terms of the treaty had been ad- 
justed, it was deemed requisite, before the treaty could 
be formally signed to despatch a messenger to Logan 
and inform him of the terms that had been agreed on, 
and enquire if he would accede to them. On which oc- 
casion, after shedding many tears, for the loss of his 
friends and relatives, he returned the following answer: 
‘| appeal to any white man to say, if he ever entered 
Logan’s cabin hungry, and he gave him not meat; if 
ever he came cold and naked, and he clothed him not ? 

“ During the courseof the last long bloody war, Lo- 
gan remained idle in his cabin, an advocate for peace.— 
Such was his love for the whites, that his countrymen 
pointed as they passed, and said ‘ Logan is the friend of 
white men.’ 

“ | had even thought to have lived with you, but for 
the injuries of one man. Col. Cresap, the last spring, 
in cold blood, and unprovoked, murdered all the rela- 
tions of Logan; noteven sparing my women and cbil- 
dren, 

“ There runs not one drop of my blood in the veins of 
any living creature. This called on me for revenge. I 
have sought it. I have killedmany. I! have fully glut- 
ted my vengeance. For my cowntry, I rejoice at the } 
beams of peace. But do not harbor a thought that mine 
is the joy of feart Logan never felt fear. He will not 
turn on his heel to save his life. Who is there to mourn 
for Logan? Not one!” 

The French having determined by establishing a reg- 


Garangula listened to these words with every mani- 
fesiation ef contempt and defiance, and then addressing 
himself to the Governor, he indignantly said ‘ Yonon- 
dio, (the name they call the governor of Canada) your 
interpreter has finished your speech. I now begin mine: 
My words hasten to reach your ears! Hearken to 
them : 


* Yonondio! You must have believed, when you left 
(Quebec, that the sun had burnt up all the forests which 
render our country inaccessible to the French, or thay 
the lakes had so fur overflowed their banks, that they 
had surrounded our castles, so as to render it impossible 
for us to get out of them! Yes, Yonondio, surely you 
must have dreamed this, and the curiosity of seeing so 
great a wonder has brought you so far. You are how- 
ever undeceived. The warriors here present, afford you 
sufficient assurance that the Senecas, Onondagas, Oney- 
does, Cayugas, and Mohawks, are yet alive! It is well 
for you that you have brought back the calumet, which 
your predecessor received from their hands, and it is 
happy for you that you left under ground that murder 
ing hatchet which had been so often dyed in the blood 
of the French. Hear! Yonondio, my eyes are open— 
I see a great captain, who speaks as if he were dream- 
ing. He says he only came to the lake to smoke on the 
great calumet with the Onondagas. But Garangula 
says he knows better; he sees the contrary, and he 


here, had not sickness weakened the arm of the French. 
I see Yonondio raving in the camp of sick men, whose 
lives the Great Spirit has saved by inflicting this sick- 
ness on them. Hear! Yonondio! had it not been for 
this, our women would have taken their clubs—our 
children and old men would have carried their bows and 
arrows into the heart of your camp; but our warriors 
seeing your helplessness, disarmed them and kept them 
back. It is done, and I have said it.” 

The venerable orator then proceeded to refute the 
charges brought against his people in regard to their 
having violated the terms of the existing treaty ; and 
indignantly spuraing the idea that the French had any 
right to prescribe the conditions on which they might 
trade with the English, he concluded with these words : 
“ We may go where we please, and carry with us 
whom we please. If your allies be your slaves, use 
them as such—command them to trade with none but 
your people. Weare free, and this belt (which he in 
defiance threw down) preserves my words.” 

When Garangula’s speech had been explained to M. 
De La Barre, he returned to his tent, much enraged ; 
but he was powerless and obliged to submit to it, and 
hastened to retire, with the wreck of his army to Mon-- 
treal, and thus was terminated this expedition against 
the Iroquois. 

At acouncil held in Lancaster Pennsy!vania in the 
year 1744, (then a frontier Fort,) between commission- 
ers of Virginia and Maryland and the Six Nations, for 
the purpose of establishing between the parties a gene- 
ral peace, on a permanent basis, after the objects of the 
council had been satisfactorily settled, the Governor of 
Virginia, in order to afford the Indians a further evi- 
dence of his friendly disposition towards them, proposed 
to the chiefs, as the council was about to separate, to 
receive fro.n them some of their young men, and to give 
them, at the Cu.iege in Williamsburgh, a liberal educa- 
tion. This offer was respectfully declined by the chiefs 
in the following courteous reply : “We know that you 
highly esteem the kind of learning taught in these col- 
leges, and that the maintenance of our young men, 
would be very expensive to you. We are convinceds 
therefore, that you mean to do us good by your propo- 
sal, and we thank you heartily. But you are wise men, 
and must know that different nations have different 
customs, as well as different conceptions of things, ard 
you will therefore not be offended nor surprised if our 
ideds of this kind of education happen not to be the 
same as yours. We have had some experience of it.— 
Several of our young people were formerly brought up 
at these colleges—they were instructed in all your sci- 
ences; but when they came back tv us, they were bad 
runners, ignorant of every means of living in the woodsg 
unable to bear either cold or hunger; they neither knew 
how to build a cabin, take a deer, or kill an enemy, and 
they spoke our language imperfectly ; consequently they 
were ne’ \>er fit for hunters, warriors or counsellors; 
they were good for nothing. We are, however, not the 
less obliged by your kind offer, though we decline ac- 
cepting it; and to show our grateful sense of it, if our 
ariends of Virginia will send us a dozen of their sons,

Truth prompts me to say, that, notwithstanding the 
settlers weré then generally very poor, and very illiterate 
and possessed of only a few comforts or even conveni- 
ences, a more cyen-hearted, generously disposed, and 
less suspecting people, I never found. To me, yankee- 
educated, such welcome to the firesides of private fami- 
lies, as was everywhere given to a perfect stranger, was 
unaccountable. 

This woman, to the eye, was rather attractive for the 
country ; and, by her mien, showed that she was, or felt 
herself to be, one of the “ upper ten thousand ’—a fact I 
soon found corroborated. Her husband was a candi- 
date for sheriff. 

The rude, long pen, was the whole house, parlor, bed- 
room, kitchen, pantry, all in one-—Having asked for 
supper, | took my seat at a respectful distance from the 
fire, with nothing to divert my attention from the cook- 
ing operations, and very curious to see how a place of so 
little promise could make me comfortable. 


The first motion toward my supper, was the lady’s 
bringing forth a skillet, which was good enough of its 
kind. Into this skillet a handful of coffee was put, and 
then the parching, browning, smoking operation was 
commenced, The skillet being placed in the blaze of 
the fire, the process was soon over ; and if the coffee fail- 
ed in being well parched, the deficiency was made up— 
it was well smoked. ‘T’he vessel was now duly cleansed, 
filled with water and placed over the fire to boil, while 
my hostess briskly ground the coffee. Soon the boiling 
water from the skillet was poured upon the floured cof 
fee, and the skillet set to boil upon the coals, By this 
time my curiosity had become excited by the double and 
singular use of the skillet; and 1 watched with increas- 
ed interest. Next the skillet was turned into an oven, 
~and three bullet-shaped dadgers (loaves) of corn meal 
set a-buking. My hostess then took a seat to entertain 
me by her conversation. On my remarking upon her 
few conveniences, she answered : 

“ Yes, stranger, that’s alltruth; but we now do so 
much betier than when we first came here—it seems, 
really, quite like living. ‘Then we pounded our cern in 
a hollow stump, and baked our bread on a chip; but 
some folks like johnry-cake best ; but when he brought 
me this ’ere new skillet from Fort Osage, I felt my for- 
tune was made, because I could now have such good 
bread, and could almost use the skillet for a thousand 
things beside baking. Yes, stranger, you may think it 
queer, but when Ae brought me this skillet, I was glad- 
der than if he had brought me the best black silk gown 
in St. Louis —and LI told him so, for it does me more 
good than fifty dresses could.” 

L assented to all my hostess said ; but, after all, it was 
a tedious hour, this waiting for the bread to bake, while 
all other supper operations were suspended. My hos- 
tess, after giving the “ dadgers ” three successive thump- 
ings, pronounced them baked, to my very great satisfac- 
tion, as the boiling coffee, sending off its tempting fumes 
was cause sufficient for a hungry traveller to be some- 
what impatient. But, as all things must come to an 
end, so the baking did ; and my hopes revived, as I saw 
the skillet receiving a thorough fresh ablution. Large 
slices of bacon were now placed in the skillet, and the 
frying process commenced in good earnest; which over 
a hot fire, was soon ended, and my supper pronounced 
ready, » ae 

Never did hungry Spartan come to his dish of soup 
with keener relish. Fatigue and waiting had given me 
the true Spartan seasoning ; and I gave good evidence 
of the skill of the cook, if partaking largely of each of 
the three components of my supper (coffee, bread, and 
bacon,) could prove it, each was good of its kind. My

call themselves philosophers, they yet had, in far great- 
er measure than their opponents, that charity to men of 
all classes and races, which Christianity enjoins. Reli- 
gious persecution, judicial torture, arbitrary imprison- 
ment, the unnecessary multiplication of capital punish- 
ments, the delay and chicanery of tribunals, the exac- 
tions of farmers of the revenue, slavery, the slave trade, 
were the constant subjects of their lively satire and elo- 
quent disquisitions.

The 
ethical and dogmatical parts of the gospel, were, unhap- 
pily, turned against each other. On the one side wasa 
church, boasting of the purity of a doctrine derived 
from the apostles, but disgraced by the massacre of St. 
Bartholomew, by the murder of the best of kings, by 
the war of the Cevennes, by the destruction of Port 
Royal. On the other side was a sect, laughing at the 
Scriptures, shooting out the tongue at the sacraments, 
but ready to encounter principailities and powers in the 
cause of justice, mercy, and toleration.

There, 
too, was his rough pine bedstead, without paint or var- 
nish, and his mattrass and counterpane, all of the plain- 
est. The room was hung with miserable paintings and 
engravings. 

An old gardener of M. Voltaire’s, still lives on the 
premises—a pleasant, garrulous oll man,!who has many 
stories to tell of his celebrated master. He makes some 
money by selling impressions of Voltaire’s seal upon 
printed copies of a singular a lventure between him and 
Gibbon, and also of the “last verses of Voltaire, dicta- 
ted the 39th of May, 1798, the day before his death.”— 
He has his master’s wig, also, very large, and made of 
coarse gray hair. I ventured to put it on my head,— 
Macaulay.

Retrenchment in the Navy. 
The righteous retrenchments recommended by our 
present Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Bancroft, in tre 
corrupt department over which he presides, has met the 
hearty and unqualified approval of every honest work- 
ing man who has read the report, or been apprised of its 
true character. This approval cannot but keep pace 
with its circulation. But while the justice aud necessity 
of the reductions urged, is universally acknowledged by 
the class from whose sweat and toil are wrung the vast 
sums upon which the worthless drones of office revel in 
luxury and insolence, the author of the recommenda- 
tions has been denounced and execrated in the most vio- 
lent and unsparing terms, by the liveried loafers, of 
whom he is desirous to rid the Navy, and their imperti- 
nent ravings have been echoed by some disreputable 
scamps nominally attached to obscure newspapers, 
whose audacity in seeking office under Mr. Bancroft, 
had been promptly and justly rebuked by him. sauwong 
the latter class may le cited that most despicable and 
degraded wretch and craven hearted knave, Slumm, of 
the Globe. It will be recollected by many who were in 
Washington at the time of the Cabinet appointments, 
how peculiarly loud and lavish this fellow was, about 
such bar-rooms as he had not as yet been kicked from, 
in praise of Bancroft, and all those upop whom he was 
so shamelessly spunging during that period, must be 
fully aware that he was a most whining and annoying 
beggar after an office from him from the very moment 
he took his seat, until he ordered his colored man to eject 
him, and warn him against intruding for the future, un- 
der the penalty of a sound kicking. No honest man, 
who takes the general character of Slamm into consid- 
eration, to say nothing of his agency in poor McNulty’s 
ruin, or his countless acts of a similar description, but 
will at once see the propriety of the course thus adopted 
by the Secretary of the Navy. This is the cause that 
prompts the puerile attacks lately made, and yet making 
upon him in the columns of the charity Globe. 

Thoughtless minds are very apt to be led astray, in 

making up their judgments upon such subjects as the 
reduction of the Navy, by long tirades and unmeaning 
bombast and gasconade about “the gallant officers of 
our world-renowned Navy which won so many san- 
guinary triumphs over the blood red cross of St. 
George,” etc. etc. Now all this might sound very well, 
if it were not for the stern fact that all those “ gallant 
war-scarred officers” which Mr. Bancroft proposes to 
lop off from the service to which he very justly deems 
them an incumbrance and injury, turn out, when this froth 
is blown away, to be nothing more nor less than a vain, 
idle and worthless set of loafers, who have been render- 

ed sensitively insolent by long and shameful indulgence, 

and degenerately effeminate from every species of de- 

bauchery and dissipation. Not onc of the fellows in- 

tended to be reached by Mr. Bancroft’s recommenda- 

tion, ever saw a shot or even a brickbat fired in their 4 
lives, unless it may have been atier some lame dog or 

retreating rat. ‘They have all been educated, fed, cloth- 

ed and paid by us while they were at West Point, and 

ever since their appointments in the regular service we 

have been taxed hundreds of thousands of dollars year- 

ly for their support in laziness and luxurious dissipa- 

tion. 

Mr. Bancroft does not propose to reduce the Navy— 
though if he did it would be an honor to his name, for 
it is as despicable and detestable a despotism as ever 
disgraced the earth, or outraged humanity—but he is 
justly and determinedly opposed to retaining a large 
surplus of officers at a most enormous annual expense, 
who do nothing but lounge and loiter about the bar- 
rooms and brothels of our cities, bringing ridicule upon 
themselves, and disgrace upon the service. 

I never had any very strong partiality fur Mr. Ban- 
croft, but Iam free to confess that I glory in the brave 
and noble course he is now pursuing. It requires aman 
of considerable truth and decision to grapple with such 
deep rooted and formidable abuses. Men are slow to 
let go their hold on such fat and easy livings, and they 
will stop at no means to injure the man who aims atef. 
fecting the just end of preventing them from plundering 
the toiling producers of the land, 

It would be very surprising, indeed, if the reduction 
alluded to was not opposed by this timo-serving syco-

(Loudlaughter) But, thanks 
to the great God of battles (piously continued Colonel 
Rice,) a brighter day has now dawned for the boys, and 
it takes me in hand to come right plum to the subject. 
(cries of bravo and cheers). You have all seen the 
play of Pizzaro, (to be sure we have,) and you've seen 
hoy plenty women and ¢éin is there, and how fine the 
climate and every thing else is there. Well, Mexico is 
better yet. (three cheers). Ah! 1 wish we were there

Despicable Conduct. 


“ Disorderly Hewse —Lewis W Halsey, was tried 
misdemeanor for keeping a disorderly and gam!

Mr. Rynders, who 
came from Waterford, Saratcga county, Wi he_re- 
sides, was induced to enter the above building by Hal- 
sey, who opened a bank and played with complainant 
at faro until he kad. won his money as before stated, 
viz: $205. The jury found Halsey guilty, and the 
Court sentenced him to pay a fine of $250 and be im- 

risoned in the Penitentiery one month. The law al- 
ows a fine of $250 and one year’s imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary.” 

The above is from the Sun of last ‘l'uesday, and | 
copy it for the purpose of making some comments. 1 
am personally acquainted with all the parties concerned, 
and know all about the transaction alluded to, having 
been present on the night in question. I have ever been 
opposed to singling out any isolated individual for the 
vengeance of the law, when the offence of which he 
stands accused is of open andevery day occurrence, be- 
cause it is a gross and flagrant perversion of justice, cal- 
culated to bring the laws into general contempt; in ad- 
dition to which it isa palpable outrage upon the indi- 
vidual so selocted. Betting on faro is as common in 
New-York, and indeed in every other city, as is betting 
on elections, and is, if anything, the least culpable of the 
two. ‘Time after time have I seen our law makers, and 
law enforcers, indulging in it without the slightest cau- 
tion or restraint, and abstractedly considered, it is far 
less immoral than any of the countless modes by which 
capitalists prey upon the labor of the industrious poor. 
Every man who has to sell his lador to the highest bid- 
der, is often compelled to submit to the plundering ex- 
tortions of wealth upon his sweat and toil; but no man 
need gamble unless he pleases, and no man does gamble 
unless he is prompted by avarice, and hopes to win. 1 
am free to acknowledge (and I don’t care a fig who 
knows it, either) that I have seen as much gambling, and 
know as many gamblers, as any young man of my age 
living, and yet, strange to say, { have never gambled in 
my life, cither for money or amusement, so that the truth 
of what I say will not admit of question. 

The house in which the transaction referred to in the 
above extract from the Sun took place, was at the time 
next door to the office of this paper. The place was 
nightly frequented by what are termed the diggest men 
of both parties, the naked meaning ot which is, that they 
hold the fattest offices. A casual observer would be 
led to believe that Mr. James Rynders was some green 
countryman who was enticed into the house by Halsey 
to play against him. Such, however, is far from being 
the fact, 1 was present, and know all about the matter. 
Rynders, who is an old gambler, and now holds a fat 
office under the general government, came in and urged 
Halsey to open for him, Halsey complied, afier consid- 
erable persuasion, and some dozen others joined in the 
game. Some of the others won more than Rynders and 
the other losers lost, and Isaiah (commonly called Cap- 
tain) Rynders played away nearly, if not all, his broth- 
er Jim lost. Captain Rynders, whe is also an old pro- 
fessional gambler, and holds an office of $1500 a year 
in the Custom House, ought to have been ashamed to 
let his brother sue. All the money was lost on “ bet 
cards,” which is as fair as tossing a copper, and at times 
Ryiders was more ahead of the bank than the sum 
which he stated on the trial he had lost. How he could 
have the audacity to sue at all, 1 am ata loss to conjec- 
ture, as it was his brother (Captain Rynders) that bet 
the lost money. 

1 said when I first heard of it, that the sentence in- 
flicted on Halsey would never be putin execution, be- 
cause | knew he had too much money, and the result has 
sustained my prediction. McKeown, the District At- 
torney, has been apologizing in the most abject manner 
since, for his agency in the matter. That aman who, 
during his whole life, has been a gambler, and a ‘ cap- 
per,” should have the meanness and unblushing rascali- 
ty to prosecute for money which his brother had lost for 
him, has excited a general feeling of contempt and dis- 
gust amongst all honorable men. ‘There was no secre- 
cy whatever about the transaction which formed the 
subject of this trial. ‘The matter was as public as 
tte bar, and there were at least thirty persons pre- 
sent, amongst whom were five prominent pubiic men. 
Two captains of police were betting at the same time, 
and no one had the slightest idea of any afler claps, 

Mr. Halsey bet several thousand dollars on the Presi- 
dential election, went to Tennessee and saw Polk who 
presented him with a gold headed cane. He was Grand 
Marshal of one of the processions during the campaign 
of 1842, and enjoyed the full confidence and respect of all 
the Tammany Hall leaders. [fhe wasa good man then, 
heisa good man now, and there certainly is no more 
guilt in winning money on a game of faro, than there is 
on an election, and bets are always publicly offered in 
party papers on the result of every important contest, and 
are freely made in public, to the extent of countless thous- 
ands. Why then should any man be even prosecuted 
for fairly winning a few dollars at faro? Let this point 
be definitely settled.

three foreign legions, opposed Zumalacarregui with a 
force of 100,000 strong, with all the advantages of cav- 
alry and artillery : but such was the military skill of the 
Carlist general, that he vanquished all his enemies, 
whether in open field or inthe capture of a fortress. He 
had attained the eminence of his glory, when he was 
struck in the thigh by a cannon ball, as he was recon- 
noitering a point of the wall of Bilboa. It was neces- 
sary to remove him at once from the spot. The pay- 
master, Don F. Mendigana, came to him and asked 
him if he had any money. ‘“ Nota farthing,” was the 
reply ; upon which he received 100/ sterling. In a few 
days the ball was extracted, an operation which caused 
him great pain, and he plainly perceived that his end 
was drawing near. A priest having confessed him, a 
notary approached, and said, “ What is your excellen- 
cy’s fortune, and to whom do you leave it?” “ All 
that I have in the world,” said Zumalacarregui, “con- 
sists of my wife, and my three daugiiters, and to whom 
I can leave nothing.” Indeed, when after his death an 
inventory of his effects was taken by his brother-in-law, 
it appeared that his entire property was—three brace of 
pistols, a sabre, a hunting piece, a sword, three horses, 
a mule, a telescope, with which he had been presented 
by Col. Gurwood, and finally, 12/ out of the 1007 just 
mentioned, which he had distributed among the men 
who carried his litter. Thus died ‘homas Zumalacar- 
regui, at the age of 46. His titles were, Captain Gene- 
ral of the troops of Don Carlos, Duke of Victory, Gran- 
dee of Spain of the first class, and Grand Cross of the 
Royal and Military Order of the San Fernando. In 
height he was about 5 feet 2 inches, his shoulders were 
broad, one being somewhat higher than the other, He 
did not, when walking, hold his head erect, but looked 
upon the ground as if absorbed in deep meditation. His 
eyes was as penetrating as those of an eagle, his com. 
pexion was clear, and his hair, which he wore short, was 
very thick, and of a dark brown, though in his latter 
days he tegan to turn grey. His whiskers joining his 
moustachios gave him a truly military appearance — 
Zumalacarregui was so devoted to his military occupa- 
tions, that he scarcely allowed himself time for the coms 
mon necessaries of life. Often did he allow his dinner 
to wait till it served for a supper, because he could not 
bestow a minute upon it. His apartment was constant- 
ly full of persons, to all of whom he showed very great 
attention, especially the unfortunate. However, when 
not occupied by his military labors, he displayed much 
of that gallantry which is common with Spanish offi- 
cers; so that if in war he might be compared to Alci- 
des, he could be a kind of Alcibiades in peace. Gaming 
he abhorred, and of all pastimes his favorite was the 
chase, His temper was somewhat irrascible, and ! e 
was npetent under contradiction ; but it should be ob- 
served, that if his anger was soon roused, it was equal- 
ly soon allayed. ‘To the haughty he was haughty in 
his turn, to the unpretending he was affable; hy pocrisy 
he detested, while he was a zealous advocate for relic 
gion.
